REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art suggested the overall combination wherein a hot melt adhesive was applied to 
a wooden board with a rotating applicator roller which was provided with a surface 
made of a material which reduces slipping which was rotated at a circumferential speed 
which was 20% faster or slower than the speed the substrate was conveyed past the 
applicator roller to cause it to slip as claimed in claims 1 and 10. Applicant's arguments 
have been found to be persuasive.
